| think that what every WTFDA 
member should do, at least 
once, is spend a little time on 
the WTFDA_ website, also 
known as wtfda.org. On the left 
side of the page is a menu, the 
same menu that has the link to 
the login for those who want 
their VUD every month. One of 
the menu items is statistics and 
clicking on “statistics” takes 
you to that magical place 
where Fred Nordquist keeps all 
kinds of statistics. 


The statistics area is broken up 
into two sections, TV and FM. 
On the TV side you'll find All 
Time TV Distance Records for 
DTV stations (Chris Lucas tops 
the list with KOTA at 1486 
miles), a TV Scoreboard 
ranked according to DxXer, 
another one for stations seen 
either by analog or digital and a 
“personal best” are where a 
DXer can see what his/her top 
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logs are (and hopefully try to 
beat them). 


Over on the FM side you'll find 
All Time Distance Records, an 
FM scoreboard of stations 
logged and ranked by Dxer, 
stations heard, states heard 
and Dxers’ personal bests. 
There is a TON of information 
there and some folks have 
never seen it. 


Some of these records are just 
begging to be broken and 
many have been broken just 
this summer on FM! 


Every WTFDAer is encouraged 
to take advantage of Fred’s 
spreadsheet skills and submit 
to him any log that they think 
might be a record. Keep track 
of your own DX progress from 
year to year and see how you 
rank compared to others. You 
may be pleasantly surprised!

Coronal Hole Faces the Earth

The prediction was bold. An intense and powerful solar radiation storm from the 
biggest solar flares in 4 years was traveling at an estimated speed of 1.6 million 
kilometers per hour and was expected to hit the Earth on Sunday, July 11 or on 
Monday, July 12. Space Weather forecasters were saying it was the gospel truth. 


This year. Yes - 2021. July 2021. 


The Space Weather forecasters continued with their 
prediction and warning, "A "high-speed" stream of highly 
charged particles has been launched in the direction of 
the Earth from a gaping hole in the Sun’s atmosphere. 
It may trigger a minor ‘solar storm’ in the Earth's 
magnetosphere, the region that shields the planet from 
lower-energy charged particles and protects the Earth's 
magnetic field. Once they enter the magnetosphere, 
the particles might perhaps be guided further into the 
magnetic field lines and penetrate into the Earth’s 
atmosphere near the north and the south poles" as 
scientists described. 


Space Weather forecasters said this same coronal hole 
faced us during the previous solar rotation and managed 
to cause a brief 3-hour period of minor geomagnetic 
storm conditions on June 15, 2021. Due to the size of 
this coronal hole they were expecting the resulting 
coronal hole solar wind stream to influence the Earth for 
at least three days or four days, which would span 
July 12th through the 15th. 
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Did the Space Weather forecasters words of warning 
come true? On Sunday, July 11th, the Earth was greeted toa 
full blown force of solar radiation, or as astronomers refer to 
it, solar wind. A pulse of X-rays ionized the top of Earth’s 
atmosphere, causing a shortwave radio blackout over the 
Atlantic Ocean. Mariners, aviators, and amateur radio 
operators noticed unusual propagation effects starting 
below 30 MHz, on up through the radio spectrum, starting 
right around 1429 UT. Radio astronomers estimated the 
unusual propagation reached as high as 180 MHz. FM & 
TV Dxers also took note, as the effects of the onslaught of 
solar wind continued from the 11th right through the 15th 
and finally subsided into the early morning hours on 
the 16th. 


In certain parts of the Earth, the predictions were blown 
out of proportion, with some claiming global calamity 
that would come from an X-class flare. That had already 
occurred on July 3rd, and largely missed the Earth. But 
some media outlets from other locations on the Earth 
misplaced the dates to the 11th and 12th. The global 
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calamity did not happen. On the 3rd, what did arrive was 
an X-class flare, but with minimal damage to any 
infrastructure. What arrived on the 11th and 12th was a 
tremendous amount of solar wind. 


On July 3rd, Earth was greeted with an X-class flare. 
X-flares are the strongest kind of solar flare. They are 
typically responsible for the deepest radio blackouts 
and the most intense geomagnetic storms. This was 
the first X-flare of young Solar Cycle 25. More are in 
the offing. During the previous solar cycle (Solar 
Cycle 24) the sun produced 49 of them. Forecasters 
believe that Solar Cycle 25 should be at least that 
active. We can therefore expect dozens more X-flares 
as the Sun approaches Solar Maximum in the year 
2025. As of this writing, the Space Weather forecasters 
were closely watching the Sun (Monday, July 19/late 
afternoon), as they were observing a southern sunspot 
group that they described as "huge and quite active, 
and it will be turning towards the Earth again soon." 
They are anticipating more solar flares over the coming 
weeks. 


So what causes ‘solar storms'? 

Every 11 years, the sun goes through a solar cycle 
that fluctuates the activity of the solar flares 
radiations. In December 2019, the sun observed its 
25th cycle with solar minimum or when the activity 
was less intense with fewer sunspots. However, the 
sun’s solar flares are expected to reach their 
maximum in July 2025. Scientists may observe the 
activity of the sun during April 2024, when a total 
solar eclipse occurs. “Solar flare eruption activity 
was witnessed on July 3rd, where researchers 
roughly observed approximately 1,500 flares headed 
towards the Earth with energy equivalent of millions 
of 100-megaton hydrogen bombs exploding at the 
same time”, Bill Murtagh, program coordinator at the 
US Space Weather Prediction Center, told CNN. 
That particular solar flare didn't hit the Earth directly 
and major disruptions in communications were 
spared.

E-SKIP 


How does this all relate to the DXing hobby and 
anticipation for E'skip? In relationship to recent 
solar activity, dates that FM & TV dxers and 
enthusiasts should take note of are those 
surrounding June 16th, July 3rd, and 
most recently, the dates of July 11-15th. These 
are the dates that coincide with recent solar flare 
activity in this young Solar Cycle 25 period. 
Anyone that keenly watches solar activity and it's 
relationship to E'skip activity and development 
would probably be interested if there has been 
any correlation or coincidence with these recent 
solar events and E'skip openings. 


Here are those dates of interest and notes about 
what Dxers observed: 


June 16th - There were multiple hours of FM E'skip 
sessions on the 13th through the 17th. 
July 3rd - There were multiple hours of FM E'skip 
on July 1st & 2nd, and again on the 4th. The 3rd 
was a quiet day. 

July 11-15th - This five day period will probably go 
into the DX history books as being marked for 
significant double hop E'skip, especially for the 13th. 
Several dxers from coast to coast logged multiple 
double hop (2xEs) signals. Some signals were 
logged beyond 2,000 miles and to far reaching 
locations, such as the eastern Caribbean islands, 
northern South America and Central America. This 
author was greeted with his first TV double hop 
entry in the logbook on July 13th - HISD 4 Santo 
Domingo, Dominican Republic at 1914 miles. 


So where do we go from here? Did the hoopla and 
double hop madness all come to a screeching halt? 
According to the Space Weather forecasters, the 
coming E'skip seasons through 2025 are supposedly 
looking very good. Time will only tell. Please stay 
tuned. - JT

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GM Removes HD Radio Feature from Trucks Due 
to Chip Shortage

A worldwide shortage of microchips has forced car manufacturers to get creative. GM, for 
instance, is stripping less popular features from some of its best-selling models. Its latest 
move, reports say, is to remove the HD Radio option from its 2021 Chevy Silverado and 2021 
GMC Sierra full-size trucks. 


Large Trucks are GM’s Most Popular Product 


General Motors’ best-selling vehicles are large pickups. The Chevy Silverado was America’s second 
best-selling vehicle last year. Its GMC Sierra cousin came in ninth on that list. The two are largely identical, so 
you can make a convincing argument that, together, they comprise America’s best-selling vehicle. 


Removing Unpopular Features to Keep Factories Humming 


Rather than build fewer of them, the company has repeatedly stripped less-popular features from the models. 
First, they removed a cylinder deactivation feature that improved fuel economy in highway driving. Later, the 
company removed a start/stop feature — another fuel saver, but one many buyers deactivate anyway. Each 
change enables GM to build big trucks with fewer microchips. 


Now, HD Radio has seen the ax. A GM spokesperson tells us: 


“Due to the global, industry-wide shortage of semiconductors, GM is removing the HD Radio feature from 
certain 2021 model year Chevrolet Silverado 1500 and GMC Sierra 1500 units. All 2022 Chevrolet Silverado 
and GMC Sierra 2500/3500 HD models will also not have HD Radio. The change takes effect “starting with 
vehicles scheduled for production on or after July 12, 2021.” 


HD Radio broadcasts a digital signal over AM and FM channels. Unlike satellite radio, a subscription is not 
needed; the broadcasts are free as long as you have a system with HD Radio technology built in. 


Fewer Drivers Listening, Anyway 

The change, we’re told, is “currently expected to be permanent.” It also makes sense. A study from market 
research firm Strategy Analytics found that radio listenership dropped sharply during the COVID-19 pandemic 
and has not recovered. 

Survey author Derek Viita told RadioWorld that “the pandemic has only worked to increase adoption of other 
media sources. Some radio providers in the West are reporting that their ratings have nose-dived because many 


of those who listened on their commute have not rejoined from home,” Viita said. 


With many drivers switching to streamed in-car entertainment, cutting HD Radio likely means cutting a feature 
few buyers use.

THE END OF ANALOG (pretty much) 

By the time you read this, nearly all analog signals in the U.S. will be dark. There will be a small 
number of exceptions in Alaska. Five LPTVs on channel 6 have received Special Temporary Authority 
to leave their analog aural signals operating (on 87.75MHz) while converting their video from analog 
to ATSC 3.0. 


Lifted from a FCC Public Notice of July 6": 
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“By 11:59 p.m. local time on July 13, 2021, all LPTV/translator stations must terminate all analog television 
operations regardless of whether their digital facilities are operational (analog termination deadline). After 
11:59 p.m. local time on July 13, 2021, LPTV/translator stations may no longer operate any facility in analog 
mode and all analog licenses shall automatically cancel at that time, without any affirmative action by the 
Commission. Analog LPTV/translator stations with a digital construction permit that has an expiration date of 
July 13, 2021, must complete construction by 11:59 p.m. local time, and file a license to cover within 10 days. 
Failure to do so will result in automatic forfeiture of the station’s construction permit, automatic cancellation of 
the station § license, and deletion of its call sign.” 


As recently as July 6", the Commission was still encouraging analog stations to file for digital permits. 
They recommended filing for on-channel (“flash-cut”) conversions as such conversions are easier to 
process and more likely to be approved on time. | count 39 flash-cut applications filed since the last 
VUD, thirty of which have already been granted. This is a very unusual amount of such activity - at 
least some LPTVs were listening when the FCC urged them to get in gear. The Commission itself was 
definitely “in gear” as well; a 77% grant rate in just a few weeks (often, in just a few days) is very 
unusual. 


We also have thirteen entirely new LPTV stations on the air. (in digital) Many stations’ construction 
permits specify July 13" as the expiration date. 


Permits for analog stations to convert to digital all expired on the 13. Obviously, it is unlikely a 
station receiving a permit in the last week of analog will be able to convert on time! (Il am amazed 
that three stations did succeed in converting that quickly!) Stations may request an extension of 
their digital permits. However, stations receiving an extension must still turn off their analog 
transmitters on the 13". Stations which require more than ten days to convert must notify the FCC. 
Those which require more than thirty must file for Soecial Temporary Authority. (which will be 
reported in this column) 


Those which require more than 365.... will be deleted. Those which have permits to convert but 
don’t plan to do so are requested to inform the Commission. 


Speaking of deletions, in the two weeks between the 13" and the writing of this column, 149 analog 
LPTV licenses have been canceled. Another 29 digital LPTVs have seen their demise. A further 76 
stations in Alaska - most, if not all, analog, have also gone away. 


FRANKENFMs 


As reported last month, KBKF-LD San Jose received Special Temporary Authority to convert to ATSC 
3.0, carve out about 510KHz of the top of their digital signal, and use it to leave their analog FM 
signal on the air at 87.75MHz. Strict conditions were set. 


Three other channel 6 LPTVs have received identical STAs for simultaneous ATSC 3.0/87.75FM 
operation. The additional STAs carry the same seven conditions as the KBKF authority. These STAs 
were issued to KXDP-LP Denver; WTBS-LP Atlanta; and WMTO-LP Norfolk, Virginia. 


KZNO-LP Big Bear Lake, California and WRME-LP Chicago have filed for similar authority; indeed, the 
ATSC 3.0 notifications they filed with the FCC are copies of KBKF’s form. These were filed five days 
after the KXDP/WTBS/WMTO applications, and have not seen action as of July 25". WRME is reported 
operating in ATSC 3.0/87.75FM mode - | cannot imagine this station operating without authority. My 
guess is they have received verbal permission pending action on their application. | would expect 
KZNO would have the same permission. For what it’s worth, KZNO broadcasts from Mt. Wilson and 
should cover Los Angeles with its 87.75 signal. 
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In early June, WDCN-LP Fairfax, Virginia filed for a STA to leave their analog signal operating past July 
13", pending FCC permission for ATSC 3.0/87.75FM. | have seen no action on this application. WDCN 
is (very) roughly three miles due west of the White House. 


LPTV DISPLACEMENT AUCTION 


Many LPTV stations and pending applications were displaced by the incentive auction. These stations 
were permitted to file for new channels. Unlike full-power and Class A stations, LPTVs were not 
guaranteed a new channel. In some cases, new-channel applications & amendments were mutually- 
exclusive. An auction will be held later this summer to settle these conflicts. The following 
assignments are under consideration:

We have of course since learned the licensee had no intention to leave both stations at the same 
site... W30EX has since migrated to a site roughly midway between Toledo, Ohio and Jackson, 
Michigan; W30EY has filed to move to a site near Xenia, about a mile east of where the Dayton 
Hamvention will be held once COVID sufficiently releases its grip. Previously co-sited W29EL wishes 
to move to a site between Anderson, Indiana and Indianapolis. 


| apologize for the cacophony of sites listed for these stations. Officially, they’re all still licensed to 
Lima, Ohio - but none of them can be received anywhere in Lima. (unless you’re a Dxer(grin)) Many, 
but not all, applications specify a different city in the filename of the attachments. But that city might 
not be realistic either; W30EY is listed as Dayton but unlikely to be well-received there. Finally, these 
stations are moving so fast that sometimes, their application to move to a new site appears before 
their license-to-cover for the old site shows up. The chaos is likely to continue until they finally get 
where they’re going. 


Similar hops (and confusion) are happening elsewhere: five channels starting at Soperton, Georgia; 


four at DuBois, Pennsylvania; four at Algood, Tennessee; two at Spring Hill, Tennessee; and four at 
Westmoreland, New Hampshire. 
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UN-DISAPPEARING QUEBECOIS 


Last month, | reported CKRT-DT Riviére-du-Loup, Québec had surrendered its license. The station had 
been affiliated with SRC (“French CBC”). The affiliation will expire in August and will not be renewed. 
CKRT’s owners have two other stations affiliated with the other two French-language networks Noovo 
and TVA - so there was nothing left for CKRT to carry. 


The company has now filed to use CKRT’s two transmitters in Riviére-du-Loup to replace transmitters 
of their two other stations there. CFTF-DT (ch. 29, Novoo) wishes to take over the main CKRT 
transmitter on channel 7. CIMT-DT (ch. 9, TVA) has a relayer on ch. 41; rather than repacking this 
relayer to ch. 35, they wish to take over the former CKRT relayer on ch. 13.

The Perseids are the most popular meteor shower as they peak on warm August nights as seen from 
the northern hemisphere. The Perseids are active from July 17 to August 24. They reach a strong 
maximum on August 12 or 13, depending on the year. Normal rates seen from rural locations range 
from 50-75 shower members per hour at maximum.The Perseids are particles released from comet 
109P/Swift-Tuttle during its numerous returns to the inner solar system. They are called Perseids 
since the radiant (the area of the sky where the meteors seem to originate) is located near the 
prominent constellation of Perseus the hero when at maximum activity.
